IDA CASTRO - U.S. Chairwoman, 
Equal Opportunity Commission 


Ida L. Castro was sworn-in as the Chairwoman of 
the U.S. Equal Employment Opportunity Commission 
(EEOC), on October 23, 1998, the first Hispanic fe- 
male to serve in this capacity. Ms. Castro was nomi- 
nated by President Clinton on April 2 and unani- 
mously confirmed by the U.S. Senate on October 21. 

Ms. Castro brings to the Commission a well-es- 
tablished commitment to equal opportunity for all 
Americans; a recognized track-record in effective, 
innovative leadership and management; an success- 
ful career in reaching common ground on complex 
issues. She received a B.A. degree from the Univer- 
sity of Puerto Rico, and M.A. and J.D. degree from 
Rutgers University. 

From 1996, until she started at the Commission, 
Ms. Castro served as the Acting Director of the 
Women's Bureau at the U.S. Department of Labor 
(DOL). In her role as Director, she administered a 
creation of a dynamic website, expanded outreach 
to working women, and fostered partnerships with 
small/medium sized businesses. She was also re- 
sponsible for formulating standards and policies 
that promote the welfare of wage-earning women. 
From 1994 to 1996, she served as the Deputy Assis- 
tant Secretary, DOL, and the Director of Director of 
the Office of Workers' Compensation Programs, 
where she managed a staff of 1500 and a budget 
over $8 billion. 

Ms. Castro will be the luncheon speaker at the 
Human and Civil Rights Association of New 
Jersey's training workshop on Wednesday, June 2. 
1999 at the Masonic Temple in Trenton. The work- 
shop will be co-hosted by Paine Webber Incorpo- 
rated, NJ Transit and the Morris County Hispanic 
Chamber of Commerce. 

There will be a morning panel discussion on hot 
employment issues, such as personnel policies, hir- 
ing and firing, sexual harassment, electronic work- 
place, employment attendance, along with discrimi- 
nation and litigation, Warren Smith, Esq., the 
former NJ Division on Civil Rights' director in the 
1970s will kick off the discussion. He will be fol- 
lowed by the current director, Rolando Torres Jr, 
Esq. and Marie Tomasso of the regional district of- 
fice EEOC.

Harold E. Ford was a pianist who mastered many 
styles. He was comfortable with jazz, pop, swing and 
rangtime, both as a bandleader and a sideman, fellow 
musicians said. 

Though his base was Newark, Ford performed from 
Boston to Baltimore and, on occasion would back such 
jazz luminaries as Ella Fitzgerald, Sarah Vaughan and 
Billie Holiday.He also spoke of “trading chords” with 
Willie “The Lion” Smith, considered one of the great pia- 
nists of the jazz age. 


MELBA LISTON 

jazz trombonist, arranger and composer, 73 

Melba Liston, a pioneering jazz trombonist composer and 
arranger who worked with bnds led by Dizzy Gillespie 
and Quincy Jones and shared a long collaboration with 
pianist Randy Weston, has died. 

Liston free-lanced from New York in the 1960s 
when work was harder for jazz artists to find, arranging 
for Motown performers Marvin Gaye and The Supremes, 
arranging for the Buffalo Symphony, and scoring albums.

In the past few years, Steve Harvey has 
established himself as one of the 
funniest comedians around. Best known 
for his hosting appearances on 


“Showtime the Apollo” (for which he 
recently received the NAACP Image 
Award), the actor-comedian has a great 
reputation as a “clean worker”. 


Question: How does one become a stand up comic? 


Steve Harvey: — Just got to have a great blessing from God — 
only way. Without this gift from Him — you will have nothing. — 
You will be a struggling comedian you're whole life. 


Question: Mr. Harvey, do you have any favorite cities that 
you have visited during your touring? 


Steve Harvey: My absolute favorite cities are Atlanta, 
Augusta, GA, Washington DC, Detroit, Dallas, Chicago, 
Cleveland and believe it or not, Newark, NJ. 


Question: Where was your first live performance? 


Steve Harvey: Probably in my mom's bathroom when | was 
8. But the first place | was ever paid — Cleveland, Ohio at a 
hotel. — lt was a hell gig! 


Question: Steve, do you still live in Dallas? And what do you 
think of radio people like Howard Stern? 


Steve Harvey: | still spend time in Dallas. — Let's see .... 
Stern ... | think that in America you have a right to be free. — 


| support that. — | may not agree with all of his methods and 


messages, but | support his right to say them. 


Question: How long have you been a comedian? 


Steve Harvey: 12 years as a professional. — In my heart, Гуе 
been a comedian since the age of 6. 


Question: Steve, where are you from? 


Steve Harvey: Originally born in Welch, West Virginia, but | 
grew up in Cleveland on the east side. — Spent each 
summer going back to West Virginia working the farm with 
Dad and Granddad. — Those summers, back and forth, 
made me this cool combination of city slicker and hillbilly. 


Question: Do you need modesty or an ego to be a 
performer? 


Steve Harvey: | think you need both. — You need ego to 
perform, but modesty for when it happens for you — really 
big — that you can handle it and not become a really big 
butthole. 


Question: | watch Showtime at the Apollo every weekend. — 
| have noticed that you sometimes look uncomfortable when 
the audience boos a ..white” guest as they come out. — How 
do you feel about the booing? 


Steve Harvey: The booing is part of the Apollo tradition, so | 
don’t have a problem with the booing. — | do have a problem 
if | think it is JUST because the performer is white. — 
Granted, there are lots of white performers who come on 
who can't sing or dance or whatever they are trying to do, 
and have to be booed just like everyone else. — If | think it 
was done unfairly, | always say that to them. — The audience 
and | have a relationship and solid trust formed over the 3 
years, that they know | won't bite my tongue with them, and 
they FO SHO will not bite their tongue with me! 


Question: What's the worst gig you ever had?” 


Steve Harvey: | have had so many of those ! At least 50 
“worst gigs | ever had!!” The list is too long to even begin to 
name just one! 


Question: Steve, you are a very funny and talented 
person...... When did you decide that you wanted to be a 
comedian? 


Steve Harvey: At age 6. Never wanted to be anything else. 


Question: Steve, you remind me so much of a young 
Richard Pryor. Did he influence your career? 
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Steve Harvey: Yeah, | think he influenced 80% of the people 
in this business. — The fact that | look like him — | hear that all 
the time. — First time l've ever said that over a computer, 
though! My biggest inspiration was my father, who had he not 
grown up when he did, in that era for black people, he 
would've been spectacular. — He still is spectacular, in fact, at 
84 with his white hair! 


Question: Favorite album/CD? Movie? Comedian? 


Steve Harvey: Album would be Earth Wind and Fire — 
"That's the Way of the World.” Movie was "Brian's Song" and 
my favorite comedian would have to be Richard Pryor. 


Question: Steve— does your character's name on your new 
show, "Steve Hightower" have anything to do with your high- 
top hairstyle? 


Steve Harvey: Yeah it does! Directly related! Hightower also 
just happens to be a name of a guy who | thought was re- 
ally cool back in high school. — It's also kind of in honor to 
him. 


Question: What about Cedric the Entertainer on your show 
who plays your best friend — is he really? 


Steve Harvey: Yes, he's of my best friends in real life. He 
plays Coach James. 


Question: | have seen probably 200 comedians in my life 
and by far you are the only one that | thought | was going to 
die from the laughing. 


Steve Harvey: If you have seen 200 comedians..... and I'm 
the only one you'd die laughing from — what a lot of money 
you must've wasted on comedy clubs. 


Question: If you could be president for one day what would 
you do? 


Steve Harvey: l'd end racism. | don't even think the Presi- 
dent can do that, but that's what Га do. 


Question: What did you really think about that lady that said 
you had pretty lips"? 


Steve Harvey: | didn't know what to say! Always better to 
have pretty lips than ugly lips ! guess! They stick too far out 
from my face, for me. 


Question: What do you think about such shows like Def 
Comedy Jam? 


Steve Harvey: | think that Def Comedy, in it's original form, 
created a great vehicle for a lot of African-American talent 
that would not have been seen by America. — But, it's a 
shame that 65% of the guys that get their first shot on TV 
choose the material they use. — | don't think that you have 
to be blue or graphic in the way you speak. — You don't have 
to be vulgar sexually to be funny. — Def is*still a great ve- 


peri 


hicle that | am proud to host when they ask me. — | am 
proud of lots of people who've been on that show. — | only 
wish more people would take full opportunity to show their 
humor rather than just how far they can go. 


Question: | saw you on Oprah with George Wallace, have 
you guys ever thought about doing a show together? 


Steve Harvey: Actually | had George scheduled to be on 
“The Steve Harvey Show” — but he couldn’t make the tape 
date. — We have toured together as stand ups. — | think 
George is extremely funny. — He is one of my favorites. 


Question: Mr. Harvey, did you have a lot of fear in the 
beginning getting up in front of all crowds? How did you 
handle those tense moments. — Did you do something to 
prepare yourself mentally and /or emotionally? 


Steve Harvey: | still have a brief moment of fear EVERY 
TIME | go out. — | think if you lose that fear of the audience, 
you then lose your respect for that audience, and when you 
lose respect, you lose your edge. — When you lose that 
edge, you are gone. — | always have that moment when | 
hear that introduction, them calling my name over the mike, 
that | say "| ain't going out there!!” But you suck in a big 
deep breath and try and think of the times that it went great 
for you. — You walk out, with no net, and you give it your all. 
— That fight with yourself makes you come back again and 
again and again. 


Question: Are you worried about competing against Cosby 
& Townsend? 


Steve Harvey: First of all, neither Townsend or | should be 
mentioned in the same breath with Cosby. — He is a class 
and zone ALL BY HIMSELF. — No one does it better than 
he does. There is no better stand up than Cosby. No one 
so successful. — So, no there is no competition there. — As 
far as Townsend, | think he would consider us to be cool 
with one another. — Nothing but kind words between us. — | 
am not in this business to compete, but rather to be con- 
stantly improving and making myself better each and every 
time. — So | guess | compete with myself. ~ Always just to 
love what it is that | do. My parents support me, and | have 
children to support so the financial thing is always there. — 
Just have to do your best. 


Steve Harvey: | would like to say thank you all for being 
here. — Had no idea that people would be here wanting to 
talk to me online! So this has been great talking to you, 
reaching to all of you in your houses out there in America. 
Remember, as | do, that God is great.
